1 . Claims 1 5 and 24 are amended and claims 48-53 are newly added in the 
amendment filed on 04/20/2006. Claims 9-32, 36, 38, 40 and 42-54 are pending in this " 
application. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following invention is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 

I. Claims 9-14, 36, 42, 45 and 48-50 are drawn creating data structure which 
is classified in Class 707, subclass 102. 

II. Claims 1 5-32, 38, 40, 43-44, 46-47 and 52-53 are drawn to storing the 
data for the purpose of retrieval, which is classified in Class 707, subclass 3. 

3. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown 
to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I is drawn to creating a data 
structure having columns and corresponding rows. The stored data in the data 
structure invention II is utilized to search or access for any types of transaction. See 
M.P.E.P 806.05(d) 

4. Because of the inventions are distinct for the given reasons and have acquired in 
a separate status in the art as show by their different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
